August-September 

The Kentucky State University Board of Regents 
approved stricter dorm rules. 

Dr. Michael Fody, an associate professor in 
KSU's Division of Literature, Languages and Phi- 
losophy, took part in a fact-finding tour of the 
Central American nation of El Salvador Aug. 
13-19. 

Interim President Mary L. Smith challenged stu- 
dents and faculty to strive for academic excellence 
and moral purpose in her remarks during the un- 
iversity's opening convocation on Aug. 24 in Bell 
Gym. 

Bradford Hall was closed for renovation through 
mid-October. 

Calling for unity to make KSU what it ought to 
be, on Aug. 24 Student Government Association 
President Corey Bellamy urged the installation of 
an African-American as permanent president of 
the university. 

Over 15,000 marchers (including KSU students) 
descended on Washington, D.C., Aug. 26 to pro- 
test Supreme Court decisions on affirmative 
action. 

After a campus-wide election plagued with con- 
troversy, Anthony Tichenor was elected as the 
student representative to the KSU Board of Re- 
gents, defeating both Tracy Whirls and Richard 
Tylicki. 

After seven months of construction, the amphithe- 
ater behind Blazer Library was officially opened 
with a two-hour outside concert sponsored by the 
local gospel group Victorious. The participants in- 
cluded dancer Elisa Richey, Kelly Daniels and the 
KSU Gospel Ensemble, and Tonya Triplett. 

Dr. Alvin Poussaint, a psychiatrist and senior as- 
sociate professor at Harvard University, a consul- 
tant to the White House, FBI and State Depart- 
ment on civil rights, families and children, and 
also consultant for "The Cosby Show," spoke to 
the university at the Sept. 14 convocation. 

KSU's Board of regents moved to disaffiliate the 
KSU Foundation from the university at a meeting 
Sept. 22 as a result of "irregularities" revealed in 
an independent audit.

Civil rights activist, feminist and the first black 
woman to serve in the state senate, former Ken- 
tucky Senator Georgia Powers of Louisville visited 
Kentucky State University Oct. 2 as Visiting dis- 
tinguished Lecturer in Political Science. 

The annual Career Fair drew about 70 company 
representatives. 

Students from Africa, Honduras, Mexico, Thai- 
land and Chile gathered in the student center to 
host their first "International Day." 

Former state representative Mae Street Kidd do- 
nated a complete great books collection and mem- 
orabilia from her 17-year career in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives to the archives at KSU 
during a presentation ceremony Oct. 17. 

Thomas P. Lewis, a 1959 graduate of KSU, spoke 
at the Oct. 20 Founders' Day Convocation. 

The KSU Board of Regents voted formally to dis- 
affiliate from the KSU Foundation in a meeting 
Oct. 20. 

Marit Williams was crowned Miss KSU for the 
, 89- , 90 year on Oct. 20. The coronation was held 
in Bell Gym due to reconstruction of Bradford 
Hall auditorium. 

The 1989 Homecoming concert, which was held 
at the Civic Center Oct. 21, featured Terry Tate, 
surface and rappers D.O.C., Kool Moe D. and 
Too Short. 

The KSU Thorobreds took a beating in the 
Homecoming game Oct. 21, losing to Johnson C. 
Smith University's Golden Bulls, 8-31. 

K-State held its fourth annual TechFest Nov. 2-3 
at Shauntee Hall. 

Reginald Gay of the Praise Gospel Music Show 
performed during KSU's Gospel Extravaganza on 
Nov. 5. 

Tony Brown, talk-show host of "Tony Brown's 
Journal," film-maker and activist, spoke on the 
relationship of African- Americans to the Ameri- 
can economy and the economy to the rest of the 
world at the final fall semester convocation on 
Nov. 16. 
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December-January 

The Ebony Fashion Fair came to the Civic Center 
on Dec. 6 to display the latest in fashion. 

The Kentucky State University Board of regents 
chairman, Louie Nunn, announced the names of 
seven of the eight finalists for the university's 
presidency at a press conference on Jan. 10. 

Carl Bernstein, whose coverage of the Watergate 
scandal helped win The Washington Post a Pulit- 
zer Prize, addressed nearly 300 people in Brad- 
ford Hall on Dec. 7. 

Interim President Mary L. Smith announced at a 
KSU Board of Regents meeting on Jan. 5 that K- 
State would be unconditionally reaccredited by 
the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools. 

Three KSU athletes, Melanie Thomas, Andy 
Chambers and Shawn Kiett, received honors from 
the Great Lakes Valley Conference. This was 
KSU's first year of competition in the GLVC. 

Interim President Mary L. Smith opened the 
spring semester with an upbeat speech on Jan. 18. 
She revealed that the number of freshmen on aca- 
demic probation dropped from 46 percent for fall 
1988 to 23 percent for fall 1989. 

Governor Wallace Wilkinson promised to sign the 
bill making Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.'s birth- 
day a state holiday as soon as it passed the state 
Senate. 

Students marched from campus to the state Capi- 
tol to commemorate Martin Luther King's 61st 
birthday and to protest the fact that the state had 
yet to make the observance a state holiday. 

The KSU Board of Regents narrowed the field of 
presidential candidates down to three. 

Former ambassador Donald B. Easum, once head 
of the African-American Institute, spoke at con- 
vocation on Jan. 25. 
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February-March 



Student-government presidents from Kentucky's 
eight public universities expressed their support 
for gov. Wallace Wilkinson's tax proposals at a 
Capitol Annex press conference on higher educa- 
tion Jan. 25. 

Dr. 0. S. Dathorne, professor of African and Ca- 
ribbean studies at the University of Kentucky, 
spoke about blacks uniting and working together 
toward common goals during the first African- 
American History Month convocation Feb. 1. 

Debbye Turner, Miss America 1990, spoke before 
a crowd of some 1,000 people on Feb. 7. Enter- 
tainment was provided by dancers from the Kuji- 
chagalia Dance Troupe, singers Tonya Triplett 
and Finesse, as well as Miss America herself. 

Dr. Na'im Akbar, Psychologist from Florida State 
University, said at convocation Feb. 9 that Afri- 
can-Americans must regain the courage of their 
free past and challenge the system which contin- 
ues to oppress them. 

Dr. Jan Carew, anthropologist and author of 
Black Midas, told a KSU audience Feb. 8 during 
the African- American History Month that it 
should separate the historical facts from the 
myths about Columbus discovering the New 
World. 

Dr. Ivan Van Sertima, professor of African stud- 
ies at Rutgers University, gave a lecture on "The 
African Origins of Egyptian Civilization" at the 
Feb. 13 convocation during African- American 
History Month. 

George James, Jr., formerly of North Carolina 
A&T University, was named KSU's ninth football 
coach in the past 10 years. 

Gov. Wallace Wilkinson signed a bill making the 
third Monday in January a state holiday honoring 
the late Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Dr. John Wolfe Jr., provost and vice president for 
academic affairs at Bowie State University in 
Maryland, was unanimously selected as the next 
president of KSU in a Board of Regents meeting 
on March 9.

Students of Young Hall vandalized the dorm by rip- 
ping out tiles, and sinks, cutting wires on P. A. speak- 
ers, shattering hall clocks, breaking fire extinguish- 
ers, damaging furniture and carpeting and setting 
fires to garbage cans.

State University when Miss America, Debbye Turner, 
made a guest appearance on the campus. Miss Turner, a 
talented marimba player and veterinary student, spoke to 
students on reaching their goals. She instilled confidence 
in the crowd by stressing that one's background or "color" 
does not determine future success. Her theme was "Moti- 
vating Youth to Excellence." 

Miss Turner said, before a crowd of over 1 ,000 in Bradford 
Hall Auditorium, that becoming Miss America was a 
dream come true for her. It was also a dream come true 
for K-State students to have the beautiful and talented 
Miss Turner to come and entertain. She inspired the audi- 
ence with her rendition of "Rapping for Jesus", versions 
of "God Bless America", "The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic", tales of the road to being crowned Miss America, tips 
on reaching personal goals, and notes for surviving every- 
day. 

Miss Turner stated that what she would like to tell young 
people is "to be yourself and in being yourself be the best 
you could possibly be. Pursue your dreams with excel- 
lence." She summed up her visit by stating, "If I could con-

Voices From Black 



Fear, dependency, self-rejection and 
limited vision, all vestiges of the 
plantation mentality, have caused 
African-Americans to remain en- 
slaved nearly 1 50 years after slavery 
was abolished. To escape the planta- 
tion mentality, Dr. Na'im Akbar, 
psychologist from Florida State 
University, said at convocation Feb. 
9, African-Americans must regain 
the courage of their free past and 
challenge the system which contin- 
ues to oppress them. 





Ancient Africans were smelting 
iron and producing fine-bloom 
carbon steel 1,500 years ago in 
Tanzania. The ancestors of the 
Dogon in now-legendary Tim- 
buktu plotted the orbit of a star 
not visible to the naked eye, and 
their projections of its orbit are 
accurate to 1990. Nubians were 
using tetracycline 14 centuries 
ago. A pharaonic dynasty exist- 
ed in Nubia 200 years before the 
Egyptian pharoahs, many of 
whom, including Ramses II and 
Tutankhamen, were African. 
These and other facts concern- 
ing the contributions of Africans 
to Western civilization have 
been largely ignored, according 
to Dr. Ivan Van Sertima, profes- 
sor of African studies at Rutgers 
University, who gave a lecture 
on "The African Origins of 
Egyptian Civilization" Feb. 13. 
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Dr. Jan Carew, anthropologist and 
author of Black Midas, told a KSU 
audience Feb. 8, that as America 
prepares to celebrate the 500th an- 
niversary of Columbus's historic 
voyage, we must first separate the 
historical facts from the myths that 
have grown up around the man. 
Despite the myths that credit Co- 
lumbus with discovering the New 
World, Carew said, anthropologists 
have determined that many people, 
including ancient Egyptians and 
Carthaginians, had made the voy- 
age previously.

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"The Challenge 
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The 1989-90 academic school year began with a chal- 
lenge proposed by interim President Mary L. Smith 
at the university's opening convocation on Aug. 24, 
1989 in Bell Gym. The challenge was to maintain the 
university's tradition while making a commitment to 
educational quality. 

President Smith's view was that, in retrospect, Ken- 
tucky State University's academics had not been "up 
to par." The records showed an academic downturn. 
Action was taken; many students were placed on aca- 
demic probation. At the end of the spring semester, 
80 freshmen were suspended for poor performance and 
84 were placed on academic probation. "This, my 
friends, has been the trend for the last four years," 
Smith said. "It is now the 1989-90 academic year. We 
have all been given the opportunity for a fresh start." 

Many students took President Smith's challenge and 
put the past behind them while at the same time taking 
long bounds toward their academic goals. 
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Organized in 1908, Alpha Kappa Al- 
pha Sorority was the first such organi- 
zation among black women, and later 
extended membership to women of all 
races. Its purpose is to promote high 
standards of womanhood. The Beta 
Zeta Chapter was chartered at Ken- 
tucky State College in February, 1933.

Vanessa Rene Giddens, 23, a senior music 
education major from Frankfort, was 
elected president of KSU's Student Gov- 
ernment Assoc., the first woman in more 
than seven years to serve in that capacity. 

When asked why she decided to run for 
the presidency, Giddens said there are 
many problems on campus that need to be 
addressed by someone who is an effective 
communicator. 

Giddens said that she doesn't expect be- 
ing SGA president to be easy, nor does she 
expect everyone to like her for what she 
has to say. Among the goals for her ad- 
ministration are reappraisals of the IGS 
program, which she views as unrespon- 
sive to the needs of students, a strength- 
ening of developmental studies and stu- 
dent support services, and the creation of 
more recreational options for students. 

Giddens plans to face her goals with the 
same determination that has enabled her 
to reach senior status while raising two 
children alone. 

In fact, all of the key student government 
offices went to women. Also elected were:

Women's Basketball 




Kentucky State's women's basketball team fell on hard times in 
'89-90, posting only 3 wins in 27 contests. Going up against three 
Division I teams and several top-ranked Division II teams in the 
first part of the season, KSU never got out of the starting gate com- 
pletely and couldn't match the 16-12 record of the year before. 

However, three seniors took over the spotlight after the loss of '89 
All American Pat Holland. Tracy Thomas, Bridget Canales and 
Marjorie Creswell were consistent all season and averaged 15-4, 
14-7 and 11-9 points respectively. Thomas, who was named second 
team All - GLVC, led the team in rebounds, and blocks, in addition 
to points, and ended her career at KSU as one of the all time leading 
rebounders. 

Other prominent performances were put in by Melanie Thomas, 
Dara Loftion and Shannon White in key support roles. 





A ROLLERCOASTER RIDE 

After winning four of their first six games for the second 
straight season, the KSU men's basketball team lost 
eight of their next ten on their way to a 9-19 won-lost 
record. 

First-year coach William Graham fielded a very young 
team in '89-'90, having eight freshmen on the squad with 
only four players returning. The situation took an even 
bigger turn for the worse when two of their highest scor- 
ers, Shawn Kiett and Daryl Royster, were off the team 
by January. 

However, Junior transfer Andy Chambers stepped for- 
ward and led the Thorobreds in scoring and rebounds 
en route to All-Conference (GLVC), all district and 
team MVP honors. The Frankfort product averaged 20 
points and 10.6 rebounds. 

Guard Dennis Hanna led the team in assists (5.1) while 
scoring 14.7 points a game. Freshmen Toby Joseph and 
Cedric Fuller averaged 9.8 and 7.1 points, respectively, 
while senior Mike Shoulders finished his career averag- 
ing 7 points and 4 rebounds a game. 

With twelve of fourteen players returning and a good 
recruiting class coming, Coach Graham is very optimis- 
tic for the '90-'91 season.

Dr. Shien Biau Woo, pro* 
fessor of physics at the Univer- 
sity of Delaware, former lieu- 
tenant governor and Democ- 
cratic candidate for the Senate 
in 1988, was the keynote 
speaker at KSU's commence- 
ment, May 12 at the Farnham 
Dudgeon Civic Center in 
downtown Frankfort* 

Some 200 KSU students 
received degrees during the 
university's 101st commence- 
ment. In addition to awarding 
bachelor's and master's de- 
grees, the university awarded 
honorary doctorates to Dr. 
James Letton, a KSU alum and 
research chemist at Procter 
and Gamble, and Thelma N. 
Johnson, also an alum, who 
has been a long-term music in- 
structor in Ashland, Professor 
emeritus Henry Cheaney, a 
1936 graduate of KSU, was 
recognized as the top alumni of 
the century as part of K-State's 
observance of 100 years as a 
land grant institution. 
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Wolfe is KSU's 

Dr. John T. Wolfe, Jr. , provost and vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs at Bowie State Univer- 
sity (Md.), was unanimously selected as the next 
president of Kentucky State University in a 
Board of Regents meeting March 9. 

Wolfe was born in 1942 in Jackson, Missis- 
sippi. His education began in Chicago, 111. , where 
he attended elementary and secondary school 
and earned a Bachelor of Education degree from 
Chicago Teachers College in 1964. After gradua- 
tion, he taught English in Chicago Public 
Schools and worked with students in the Roose- 
velt University Upward Bound Program. 

Dr. Wolfe next served for two and one-half 
years with Upward Bound at Cuttington College 
in Liberia, West Africa. While there, he taught 
Linguistics and held a number of Administrative 
Positions, including Dean of Men and Chairman 
of the Faculty Senate. 

Upon returning to the U.S. in 1970, Dr. 
Wolfe attended Purdue University. While earn- 
ing a Master of Science Degree and Ph.D. in Lin- 
guistics, he held full-time positions at the Uni- 
versity as a Housing Officer and Employee Rela- 
tions Manager. 

In 1977, Dr. Wolfe became Assistant Profes- 
sor of English at Fayetteville State University in

North Carolina. During his time at Fayetteville, 
he worked his way up through the administrative 
ranks, from English Department Head to Hu- 
manities and the Fine Arts Division Head to Aca- 
demic Dean. He won Fellowships from the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humanities and the 
American Council on Education. In 1985, Dr. 
Wolfe became provost and vice-president for Aca- 
demic Affairs at Bowie State University in Mary- 
land. He served on the Bowie New Town Center 
Minority Advisory Board and as Chairman of the 
Advisory Board on the Prince George's County 
Entrepreneurial Development program. Dr. 
Wolfe is a member of the National Council of 
Teachers of English. In addition, he has written 
and delivered over 30 scholarly articles and pre- 
sentations. During his visit to the university Feb. 
27, Wolfe said that the word "unique" is central 
to his vision of KSU and its future under his di- 
rection. He said, "We can make this a communi- 
ty like no other among the 3,500 institutions of 
higher learning in this country, where black, 
white, Asian, Hispanic students can live togeth- 
er, study together, play together, disagree 
vehemently and yet reach a consensus and build 
upon it." He assumed his position on July 1, 
1990.
